To: The Mayor, Aldermen and Councillors of 
the Borough of Southwold. 


Your Worship, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the pleasure of presenting the Annual Report on the 
Health of the Borough for the year 1960. 


The birth rate for the year is slightly lower than for the 
previous year and is, of course, well below the national figure. 
The death rate is lower than previous years and is also well 
below the national figure, which is a very favourable trend. 


The main causes of death continues to be diseases of the heart 
and circulatory system, with malignant diseases taking second place. 


Apart from measles, the Borough was very free from infectious 
disease, There was a widespread epidemic of meagles throughout 
this part of the county and this was responsible for the number 
of cases recorded within the Borough. 


Immunisation against poliomyelitis was provided by the public 
health authorities and the family doctors throughout the year. 
Public response was inclined to be slow, no doubt due to the 
freedom of the area from polio throughout the year, 


Imiunisation against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus and 
snallpox have all continued throughout the year, either by the 
family doctor or at the infant welfare centre. Response to these 
continues to be good, 


I would refer you to the Public Health Inspector's report for 
details of the Sanitary work carried out during the year. 
Negotiations regarding the improvement of the sewerage system have 
taken a good step forward during the year and several of the 
outstanding difficulties of the proposed schemes have been resolved. 


May I take this opportunity of thanking you, Mr. Mayor and 
Members of the Council, for your support during the year.

HOME HELP SERVICE. 


The Home Help Service in the Borough continues to increase, 
17 cases having been provided with a total of 5,871 hours. Most 
of this help was to old people, some 14 of whom have been receiving 
help for quite a long period. This help does enable these old 
folk to continue living in their own homes, which is far preferable 
to moving then into institutional type accommodation.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH INSPECTOR 
FOR THE YEAR 1960. 


To: The Mayor, Aldermen and Councillors of 
the Borough of Southwold. 


Your Worship, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present this Annual Report on the 
Sanitary Administration of the Borough and the work done during 
the year 1960. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


A wholesome and sufficient supply of water for all requirements 
has been maintained throughout the year by the Southwold Waterworks 
Company Limited. 9 samples taken during the year have been 
satisfactory. 


RAINFALL. 


During the year the rainfall as recorded at our Ferry Road 
Station was 34.41 in. The highest daily record being 2.00 in. 
There were 185 days without rain and 181 wet days. 


SUWERAGE AND DRAINAGE. 


The main sewerage scheme has worked reasonably well. The major 
works envisaged in the joint scheme for a new sewage disposal works 
capable of dealing with the sewage of Southwold and parts of Reydon 
and Walberswick are still receiving careful consideration and 
progress has been made in the discussions over various technical 
details, 


All drains are examined before being covered and smoke and 
water tests applied where applicable. Fourteen new houses were 
connected to the sewers. 


PUBLIC CONVENIENCES. 


Due to acts of vandalism and misuse the public conveniences in 
the district were the source of complaint, particularly during the 
visiting season, and every effort was made to alleviate nuisances 
arising therefrom, 


HOUSE REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL. 


The house refuse collection service ig now provided by the 
Council, All house refuge is tipped and kept under control at our 
tip situate near the Gasometer works. This site is nearing the time 
when some extension will be necessary. 
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SANITARY INSPECTIONS DURING 1960 (including Dwellinghouses). 


During the year 428 premises were visited, of which 209 were 
dwellinghouses and 219 various other premises. 


In the course of these inspections 155 defects or nuisances 
were found and 131 were abated. To secure the abatement of these 
defects and nuisances 121 informal notices were served upon the 
owners or agents concerned, in addition to personal interviews by 
the Public Health Inspector.
